Secretary Lansing made public the 

text of a note, accepting Gen. Car- 

ranza’s proposal for a reciprocal ar- 
rangement between the two govern- 
ments, and announcing that the 

United States held this arrangement 

to be now in force and binding upon 

both parties. Gen. Funston will carry 
out his task under this agreement. 

Official announcement was awaited to- 

night that the American force had 

crossed the border. Plans for the 
troop movement have gone ahead 
without regard td the diplomatic ex- 
changes. Mr. Lansing also made pub- 
lic a statement issued in the name of 

President Wilson reiterating that ev- 

ery step being taken by the admin-

THE STATEMENT. 

The statement follows: 

“In order to remove any misap- 
prehension that may exist either in

in no circumstances will they be 
suffered to infringe in any degree 
upon the sovereignty of Mexico or 
develop into intervention of any 
kind in the internal affairs of our 
sister republic.

serve four years in the army aud three 
in the reserve, where they will draw 
from $24 a year upward. 

The result of this is expected to be 
a constant stream of young men en- 
listing, staying a year or so and go- 
ing into the reserve. The brilliant 
feature of the bill is that, when he 
begins to get tired of the army, the 
young soldier will dig in and study 
hard in order to graduate into the re- 
serve as soon as possible. It is a 
matter of history that soldiers who 
desert usually do so during the first 


year. 

Both the Senate and House bill 
provide for Federalizing the National 
Guard, and, to some extent, make 
provision for a “continental army.” 
The House bili plans to build up a 
force of trained men approximating a 
continental army by elaborating the 
idea of the “Plattsburgh Camp.“ It 
is the purpose of the authors of the 
House bill to establish a summer 
camp in every State in the Union and 
to give instruction to about 100,000 
young men each year. As there is no 
assurity that the young men trained 
at one summer camp will return for 
a second summer, there doesn’t seem 
to be much virtue in the summer- 
camp idea. The Senate bill provides 
in general terms for a Federal militia 
in the discretion of the President. 

Both bills provide for a technical 
reserve of mechanics, motor car ex- 
perts, etc., to be listed by the govern- 
ment and called into the service on 
the outbreak of war.

Council Finance Committee Informs 
Glendale Citizens Next Budget 
will Carry Appropriation 
for Link to Shorten 
Road to Tropico. 


Citizens of Glendale, representing 
the Glendale Boulevard Association, 
were assured yesterday by the City 
Council Finance Committee that the 


next budget will carry a provision for 
the proposed bridge over the Los An- 
geles River at Ivanhoe, to connect 
with the Brand boulevard. The com- 
mittee would not go on record as to 
the exact amount to be appropriated, 
but any money that may be left in 
the city’s general fund at the close of 
the fiscal year will be applied towards 
the cost of the bridge and construc- 
tion will be started at the earliest 
possible date after July 1. 

This bridge will shorten the main 
route to the Tropico region and San 
Fernando points by several miles, and 
it is urged in connection with the 
Bunker Hill open-cut project, which 
will open the way to the northwest 
with a direct route to the business dis- 
trict of the city.

Federation of Women’s Clubs 
"Stirred by Pamphlet. 


Great Body Called Part of the 
Johnson Machine. 


Name of Own Official Appears 
Under Attack’s Title. 


The California Federation of Wom- 


pamphlet. bearing the name of one of 
its own officers as author, which bit- 
terly attacks the workings of woman's 
suffrage in California and accuses the 
Federation of sharp poliacal practice, 
of Tammany methods and of having 
been made a part of Gov. Johnson's 
political machine. The official, whose 
name appears in the space below the 
Pamphiet'’s title which is ordinarily 
accorded to that of the author, is Mrs. 
Frederick W. Colburn, federation 
Press chairman for the San Francisco 
district.

In San Francisco last night Mrs. 
Colburn denied ever having written 
such a pamphlet. She said that some 
months ago she gave a page interview 
to an eastern newspaper and thinks 
it possible that the matter might have 
been reprinted in pamphlet form. 

Mrs. E. D. Knight, State president, 
said that the State executive board 
has taken cognizance of the matter 
but has so far contented itself with 
a brief statement in answer to the 
matter contained in the pamphlet.

on 


„Jam satisfied,” he said last night,
